Lewis Gillman, 18, Dies in Local Hospital With­ 
out Regaining Consciousness; Mother, Two 
Sisters And A Brother Are Injured;

Lewis Gillman, 18, was almost instantly killed; his mother, 
Mrs. Bessie Gillman, 54, was seriously hurt, and three other 
members of the Gillman family, all of Newcastle, this state, 
suffered minor injuries in an automobile accident, Wednesday 
afternoon at 4 o’clock, three miles east of G ettysburg on the 
Lincoln Highway. 
The young man died at the W arner Hospital a few minutes 
after his admission. 
He never regained consciousness after the 
crash. 
A fracture of the skull and probable internal injuries 
caused his death, according to authorities at the hospital. 
Mrs. Gillman has a probable fracture of the skull, and was 
almost scalped, the major portion of her hair having been torn 
from her head. 
Although her condition is serious, it was said 
ut the hospital that she spent a restful night, and seemed some­ 
what! better today. 
Reuben Gillman, 21, owner and driver of the

cylinder touring car, which was wrecked, and his sisters, Ina, 23, 
and Betty, 14, were treated at the hospital for minor cuts and 
bruises, after which all three were discharged as patients. 
Of the three slightly injured, Miss 
Ina Gillman, who said her home was 
in Newcastle, hut that she was em­ 
ployed ai Cleveland, suffered the most 
severe injuries.

Caldwell. Ohio, Sept. 3.—The giant dirigible Shenandoah is 
no more. 
It went down in three pieces here early today and killed 
its commander, Lieutenant-Com mander Zachary Landsdowne, 
and at least 12 of the officers and men making up her crew. 
The airship struck a line-squall, a variety of storms most 
feared by airmen, shortly after five o’clock this morning while 
traveling at an altitude of 3000 feet enroute from Lakehurst, 
New Jersey, to tho Middle West. 
There was no explosion. 
The big ship simply met winds of 
a strength which it was unable to combat. 
After encountering 
the storm at the high altitude th e ship headed upward to an alti­ 
tude of approximately 5000 feet when it suddenly came down 
again and broke into three pieces. 
One piece, 450 feet or more 
in length, fell in a field near Ava. 
The control apartment, 
in 
which were Commander landsdow ne and his navigating crew, 
fell 50 feet away and the third section, 150 feet in length, drifted 
through the air like a free balloon for 12 miles before landing. 
Head Found In Wreckage, 
Most of the dead were found in the tangled wreckage of 
the control cabin where a full crew had been on duty attempting 
to ride out the storm which resulted in the complete destruction 
of the giant of the air. 
Ambulances and other conveyances carried physicians and 
ami• others to the scene immediately and the dead and injured were 
I taken to near-by towns. 
The story of the disaster is one of heroism of the crew. 
Colonel C. G. Hall, U. S. A. observer aboard the ill-fated 
ship, tells the story best: 
“We were traveling west at an altitude of about 3000 feet 
when we encountered a storm,” Colonel Hall said. 
“ By changing our course a dozen times or more, we dodged 
it only to encounter the squall which sent us to an altitude of 
4 '!,‘ 5500 feet before we realized what had happened.
